‘The school board wrangled for 
two hours and ten minutes last 
night, in a special meeting, over 
proceedural difficulties, and fin~ 
ally decided that Glen Connolly, 
who was elected, or maybe was 

. elected Vice-Chairman of the 
School Board, was so elected, 

The meeting had been called at 
the request of Arthur J. Brewster 
who believed that the minutes ofthe 
previous meeting should be cor- 
rected. 

A week ago, during the annual 
election, Connolly was elected Vice 
Chairman on a motion of Arthur V, 
Lynch, The motion by Mr, Lynch, 
at that time, was that Connolly be 
elected. There were four votes 
in favor, and inasmuch as this was 
a majority, there was no further 
vote. Brewster had beennominat- 
ed for Vice Chairman. 

Last night, the special meeting 
was called ‘to discuss as business 
of this special meeting, the record 
of the minutes of March 10th, 

Brewster opened the meeting by 
moving ‘I move that the page of 
the minutes of the March 10, 1965 
meeting of the Wilmington School 
Committee, now under considera~ 


tion, be corrected with the result 
of an election for vice-chairman 
to be inserted in minutes after the 
election of chairman and before 
the election of secretary, and that 
the action taken at the March 10, 
1965 meeting, with the exception 
of the change in meeting time, then, 
be accepted as official, Said elect- 
jon to take place immediately after 
the passage of this motion’. 

Mr. Connolly was not present 
last night, but there were eight 
interested spectators, including 
his mother, 

Brewster immediately ran intoa 
snarl of proceedural difficulties, 
involving arguments about Roberts 
Rules of Order and the town By- 
Laws. 

Arthur Lynch opened the discus~ 
ston by saying‘ Your motion is pre- 
dicated on the minutes, which at 
this time are not official’. George 
Robertie questioned twice ~ ‘Why 
did we call this mieeting?’ and 
finally Dick Keane answered ‘I 
cannot speak for him ~ I am wait~- 
ing for him to state his problem!’

Fluorfdation 

The Board recelveda letter from 
Rep, Fred F, Cain, announcing 
that they will vote against Senate 
515, and House 1397, the legisla~ 
tive proposals that would put the 
power of deciding on fluoridation 
of water supplies in the hands of 
local elected officials, The board 
had previously asked Mr, Cain to 
‘so vote. 

Licenses 

A First Class Dealer's license 
was renewed, that of George WIl- 
son of Andover Street, for Wilson's 
Equipment and Sales, 

A Second Class license was {s- 
sued to Albert Fiorenza, of West 
Street. Issuance of second class 
licenses is a very rare occurence 
by the Wilmington Selectmen, 

Mr. Fiorenza operates the Kof- 
fee Kart wholesale supply house, 
and also the Alco Leasing & Sales 
which suppiies trucks to people 
who operate the Koffee Kart type 
of business. He had previousiy 
operated both in Stoneham, before 
moving to Wilmington this past 
winter, 

A previous application was de~ 
nied by the Selectmen on Dec. 7, 
1964, and Florenza reapplied oa 
December 21st, at which time the 
application was tabled pending 
study of the situation. The Select~ 
men are loathe to issue Second 
Class licenses because they feel 
this will lead to the creation of 
automobile junk yards, 


TOWN CRIER - 


A letter was written to the Town 
Counsel, for advice. The letter 
was read Monday night, and judg- 
ing by the Selectmen’s responses 
they were not too happy about what 
was said.
